industry, ot intelligence ns wall as oaptial,
homes fall of & rich and varied, thongh dis-
tinotly English life. No man, eminent in the
Iand, ever says with pride that he belongs to
Liverpool or Manchester, Leeds or Bristol,
Birmingham or Shefleld."’

Naw Fonrs.—The fortifioations on the coast
of the bay of Kiel, bogun by the Prussians iw-
mediately after the Danish war, are nearly
completed, They consist of four forts:—One
north of Friedrich=orl, on the Brauneberg, one
at Priedrichgort itself, and two on the opposite
ghore at Laboe and Moltenort. The first two
are in Schleswig and the others in Holstéin,
Of thesge the works at Friedrichsort, Labos,
and Miltenort existed in purt duoring the
Bohleawig-Holstein wiir of 1845, The most
fmportant of the forts is that on the DBraune-
berg, which covers that at Friedrichsort, and,
together with those at Laboe and Miltenort, Is
capable of attacking an enemy advancing into
the bay with a cross fire, This fort s armed
with twelve rifled seventy-two pounders of
onst gteel—the heaviest artillery hitherto nasd
in the P'russinn army or navy. The huge
Krupp cannon now at the Paris Exhibition will
also, it is said, be placed on the Brauneberg.

Tue Privitraen Axp e UsxpRivingoen,.—
Six persons, three of whom are girls, are In
jail in Bodwin, England, their offense being a
Bundey afternoon stroll in the grounds of Sir
Coleman Rashleigh. A correspondent of the
London Spectator, glving the particulars of
this case, avers that a public Lighway has run
